IN FED'L TRADE COMMISSION BRIEF 


Government Asserts That Famous Players-Lasky Corporation Has 


Been Gradually Forcing Individual Exhibitor Out of 


Business by Consistent 


Acquisition of Theater 


Circuits in United States 


New York, Nov. 2.—Charges that a 
monopoly of the motion picture business 
of the United States, the fourth largest 
industry in the country. has been brought 
about chiefly by Adolph Zukor, president 
of the Famous Players-Lasky Corpora- 
tion, a dominant figure in the industry. 
are made in a two-volume brief prepared 
by W. H. Fuller. chief counsel for the 
Federal Trade Commission, which will 
be presented November 24, whem the re- 
sponse of the industry and its leading fac- 
tors will be made to the Federal Trade 
Commission in Washington. 

Mr. Zukor does not figure as the sole 
respondent to these charges. With him 
in the alleged monopoly are Jesse L. 
Lasky, Jules Mastbaum, Alfred S. Black, 
Stephen A. Lynch, former head of South- 
ern Enterprises, and Ernest V. Richards; 
Real-Art Pictures Corporation, the Stan- 
ley Company of America, the Black New 
England Theaters, Inc., and the Saenger 
Amusement Company. 

In its complaint the United States 
Government, in the form of the Federal 
Trade Commission, charges that the own- 
ership of theaters and chains of theaters 
by the big producing and distributing 
companies is responsible for the creation 
of this monopoly, and when the case 
comes before the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion motion will be made that the Com- 
mission issue an order compelling the 
respondents named to rid themselves of 
theaters in which motion pictures are ex- 
hibited or to give up the production of 
pictures. 

It is in this motion that the interest of 
the trade mainly centers, since the Fa- 
mous Players-Lasky Corporation and the 
other respondents are large theater own-

BROADCASTERS WOULD ALTER 
THE PRESENT COPYRIGHT LAW 


Members of National Association To Meet in Washington Sunday, 


November 8, 


in Connection With Fourth Annual 


Radio Conference 


. New York, Nov. 2.—In connection with 
the fourth annual radio conference. which 
is to be held in Washington beginning 
Monday, November 9, the National Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters will have a meet- 
ing in that city the day before in an 
endeavor to launch a movement toward 
altering the present copyright law to ex- 
tend the mechanical reproduction clause 
on music so that it may be applied to 
radio. 

In other words, the broadcasters want 
a paragraph in Section 1 of the Copyright 
Act of 1909 changed so that a copyright 
owner giving permission to one station to 
broadcast a certain work must give it to 
all others, and at the same amount of 
compensation. Phonograph record manu- 
facturers and music publishers are so 
regulated by law. If no manufacturer is 
given permission to reproduce the com- 
position in question, then no other may 
use it. 

This move, however, is construed by

the composers who want payment for the 
performance of their works for profit to 
mean that the broadcasters have at least 
conceded that payment should be made 
for the use of their product. Also it is

The effect of this 
has been that the individual exhibitors in 
New York City who formerly had first- 
run theaters have now been shoved aside 
and their houses have deteriorated into 
second or third-run on account of the pro- 
tection offered to Loew.”

The Forest,is a story of London big 
business and African exploration and ex- 
ploitation. White Cargo put itself on a 
firm basis with its African theme. The 
same cannot be so surely predicted of 
Mr. Galsworthy’s melodramatic tale of 
intrigue, greed, jungle fever, cannibals, 
diamond fields and coolies. The play 
needs far more action, we believe, to hold 
the following of the present-day t‘eater- 
goer who demands wings with his thrills. 
In the opening act showing a London 
financial office the action was slow and 
the lines were indistinct. With the open- 
ing of the second act the African set- 
tings hold the stage an@ the play grows 
in vibrancy. 

Mr. Galsworthy has gathered a group 
of ~manciers, soldier- of fortune and ad- 
veLcurers into backers and participants of 
an. expedition ostensibly to investigate 
Belgian abuses in the Congo, but which 
is really to introduce coolie lgbor in the 
exploitation of natural resources. The 
battle with the mystery and menace of 
the forest follows, together with the as- 
sociated bypaths springing from the 
human emotions. Eula Guy, as a half- 
caste Arab girl, has the only feminine 
role in the piece. 

Atmosphere is furnished vividly at 
times by the surge of mind-conflicts in 
the men driven desperate by the assaults 
of the jungle and by the one woman who 
would stick by her man. The story is a 
bit complicated and the portrayal is per- 
haps as good as the dramatic structure 
of the piece will allow. The thought 
comes to me that The Forest was not a 
happy selection with which to dedicate 
a beautiful memorial theater dedicated to 
dramatic art. The theater is a lovely 
creation, built almost entirely under- 
ground in order to comply with certain 
Grant Park restrictions. The house seats 
700 and the lines are effective in thetr 
severity. The theater is paneled in wood 
and an oval in the ceiling affords in- 
direct lighting. There is no baleony. A 
novel feature is the absence of all center 
aisles. Patrons enter from each side of 
the auditorium between widely separated 
lines of seats, 

The theater is the gift of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Owen Goodman, built in memory 
of their son, Lieut. Kenneth Sawyer 
Goodman, a young playwright who died 
in the World War. It Is associated with 
the Art Institute and stands at Monroe 
street and Park boulevard. The Goodman 
Theater and the Art Institute have a big 
responsibility resting upon them jointly. 
We hope the policy of the new theater 
will be a modern one and that it will 
not develop into a Little Theater only. 
The Goodman generosity and the wide 
power of the Art Institute are a potent 
combination that can do things for the 
theater. We hope the new theater will 


show enough plays of today, played by 
actors who think in terms of today, to 
hold the co-operation of the every-day 
people of today.

actors, theater owners and others, and 
he declared that unless theater owners 
encourage these young producers when 
they come along there is no doubt that 
the day will arrive when there will be 
more theaters than plays instead of 
more plays than theaters as is the 
case at present. The congestion that 
exists at this time is a very good thing 
for the theater owners, but it cannot last 
very long, and unless a way is found to 
make things easier for the new pro- 
ducers, upon whom the sticcess of the 
theatrical season largely depends, dis- 

astrous results are inevitable. 

L. Lawrence Weber, commenting on 
Mr. Gillmore’s remarks, said it was 
perfectly true that many cities thruout 
the country, and especially in the East, 
have been killed by too many tryouts, 
Mr. Weber’s suggestion for overcoming 
this condition to a degree without hard- 
ship to the producing managers or actors 
is that the last week of rehearsal time 
should be given over to dress rehearsals 
in New York. Mr. Weber declared he 
has given a good dea! of serious thought 
to these short preliminary tryouts and 
does not believe they give a mana correct 
line on his play, for the reason that the 
viewpoint of theatergoers in other cities 
is never indicative of the show’s wilue 
from the Broadway angle. Mr. Weber’s 
idea is to have the dress rehearsals con- 
ducted privately, with only the producer 
and author in attendance. The plan, he 
aid, would preserve the outlying cities 
for attractions of known Broadway suc- 
cess, Which the ‘theatergoers in those 
localities would not hesitate to patronize 
for fear of getting stuck, and producers 
would get a quick verdict on t 
tractions so that if the shows wer 
ures they could take them off immediately 
and make room for others without having 
to go to as much expense as they would 
have to stand in out-of-town tryouts. 

In this connection Mr. Gillmore men- 
tioned the fact that many producers, 
notably the Actors’ Theater, the Theater 
Guild and some of the newcomers, never 
hesitate to open cold and yet they always 
make out just as well if not better than 
the majority of producers who engage in 
long tryouts. 

Mr. Gillmore further suggests that the

out houses, where all shows destined tor 
Broadway could whip themselves into 
shape. 

Arthur Hammerstein, as well as Mr. 
Weber, agrees heartily with the views 
of Frank Gillmore in regard to the theat- 
rical situation. Mr. Hammerstein advo- 
cates the paying of companies for re- 
hearsals. He thinks all actors should 
receive pay after the seven-day period 
declaring that the solid, stable man- 
agers would not be injured by this rule, 
since it would tend to encourage the 
members of the casts to better endeavor 
and bring to them a highly satisfactory 
financial state wherein they would be 
enapvled to wait for good engagements in- 
stead of snapping up the first offer that 
comes their way. 

Such a procedure, however, is not fa- 
vored by other producers, who claim it 
would restrict practically all of the 
younger managers and thus curtail out- 
put and forestall considerable employ- 
ment of long duration for many actors. 
Even the salary security bond required 
by Equity is sometimes considered as a 
check on new producers without much 
capital, but Mr. Gillmore explained that 
it is only out of the necessity to protect 
the actors and to eliminate the really 
unreliable and reckless fly-by-night pro- 
moters that this bond is required, and 
that, furthermore, the security required 
by Equity is very small compared to the 
guarantee demanded by theater owners 
before they will give any consideration 
to a new producer, So it is up to the 
theater owners and booking offices to not 
make things so hard for the new element 
of worth-while producers. 

That the theatrical situation in general 
is greatly in need of betterment is readily 
agreed to by practically all managers. 
Mr. Weber said he believed that with the 
proper organization of producing man- 
agers, combined with the intelligent and 
fair methods of the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation, many of the prevailing evils 
could be wipéd out—especially now that 
the managers and Equity are on such

In two velumes of 700 pages each, the 
brief has been the subject of considerable 
revision during the past several months. 
Eppstein and Axman, attorneys for Max 
Hart, have had the papers in proof form 
for nearly a year, and during that time 
they were constantly corrected with the 
aid of an attorney from the K.-A. legal 
department, who assisted in pointing out 
obvious cause for objections which would 
only serve to delay the speed of the trial. 
This is the usual procedure and courtesy. 

On February 1, 1924, Federal Judge 
A. N. Hand, in the U. S. District Court, 
dismissed the Hart complaint in both 
the equity and law action after a sensa- 
tional trial that lasted 11 days. Martin 
Littleton acted as trial lawyer, while 
Eppstein and Axman of course assisted 
and were attorneys of record. Maurice 
Goodman, general counsel for the Keith- 
Albee organization, and State Senator J. 
Henry Walters, also of the legal staff, 
handled the case for the defense. Sub- 
sidiary circuits were also represented by 
counsel, the Orpheum Circuit having 
Charles H. Studin, its regular attorney 
in New York. 

While it would be considered unethical 
for the Hart attorneys to reveal what 
they base their hopes upon just now, both 
vides are highly confident of final victory. 
The big-time vaudeville attorneys declare 
they have all the precedent in their 
favor and can cite almost 20 cases. 
These, of course, pertain to the United 
States District Court decisions for the 
most part. ss 

What is generally known to be the fine 
point in the case is one that has never 
been decided by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and that is whether or not 
the defendant’s vaudeville combine and 
method of doing business comes within 
the purview of interstate commerce 

Itvris pointed out by the K.-A. side that 
the Marinelli action of similar nature 
never came to trial, but was settled, and 
that it is definitely known that, had it 
come to trial, Marinelli would have lost.

To Visit on “Spec.” 


Artiste Returning From France 
Warns All But Dumb Acts 
Not To Leave Without 
Contracts 


New York, Oct. 31.—American artistes 
gving over to Paris on speculation in 

rch of a vaudeville or revue engage- 
ment, unless they present a “dumb” act, 
usually wind up working for the Ameri- 
can Express Company assorting or han- 
diing the rafts of mail addressed in its 
care, says Julia Lawrence, singer and 
\au lle artiste, who returned to Ameri- 
ca last week on the Rochambeau after 
an extended trip to France and Italy. 

Miss Lawrence stated to a Billboard 
reporter that even she had a difficult time 
of it in France and Italy despite the fact 
that she sings in eight languages and 
! ] t of them fluently. She de- 
lared, that one must have “pull” to 
obtain a vaudeville engagement in Paris, 
and when it is secured the salary is 
hardly enough on which to live. Miss 
Lawrence appeared at the Champs Ely- 
sees, premier vautleville house in Paris, 
on the same bill with, Cortez and Peggy, 
and then made a co@cert tour of Italy, 
singing with different opera companies

She reports that there are many 
American singers on the other side, and 
particularly in Italy, attempting to find 
work, but most do not sing in several 
languages and fail in their objective. 
The same is true of Paris, she says, but 
there they can enter the many theaters 
where revues are presented except that 
the salary most always is so small that 
artistes anust have an “outside income”.

Zukor Charged With Monopoly 
in Federal Trade Commission 
Brief 


(Continued from page 5) 
is described as a business connection, the 
Federal Trade Commission charges in its 
brief that actually it is a triumvirate 
with “a domination by Zukor from his 
New York City offices.” In this connece- 
tion the brief states, in part: 

“It was part of Zukor’s plan to make 
so-called business connection with the 
owners of large theaters. The evidence 
shows that he has consistently worked 
to make every possible connection with 
the Loew circuit and the First National 
circuit wherever possible. 

“All the affiliations and connections as 
shown by the record prove positively 
that the Zukor-Loew combination is 
working together all over the country 
and is becoming stronger all the time. In 
the light of this evidence it will b® hard 
for anybody seriously to contend that 
there is any real rivalry or competition 
between Zukor and Loew. Their pur- 
poses, aims and ambition are and have 
been for years the same, and they are to- 
day in reality as closely connected as they 
were back in the °90s, working together 
in the fur business.” 

The brief further sets forth that Zukor 
tins set an entering wedge wherever pos- 
sible into theater circuits. and prophesies 
that it will be a short time only, unless 
he is compelled to divest himself of his 
theater holdings, before he accomplishes 
“what he set out to do in 1917—gain con- 
trol of the First National circuit, thus 
eliminating it as a competitor in the pro- 
duction and distributing end of the busi- 
ness,”

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Albee Firm Against 
Contract Violators 


Results in General Mixup, Which 
Is Soon Straightened Out--- 
Stantons Back in Good 
Standing 


New York, Nov. 2.—Not a Nittle ex- 
citement has been created on Broadway 
among vaudeville artistes and others by 
the firm and definite stand taken by the 
Keith-Albee Circuit in permitting no acts 
under contract to it to appear else- 
where at the same time. The first drastic 
enforcement of the edict occurred when 
Val and Ernie Stanton were dropped 
from the Riverside bill without notice fo, 
appearing at Ciro’s, a fashionable cabaret, 
simultaneously. 

Discussion immediately was aroused as 
to whether Florence Mills, booked into the 
Hippodrome for a two weeks’ stay, would 
be allowed to appear here and at the 
Plantation, where she was to open Friday 
night last, at the same time. The deci- 
sion of the circuit was that she could 
not and the outcome was that the Planta- 
tion postponed its opening until tonight 
and Miss Mills’ further time with th 
K.-A. office was allowed to be canceled 
This permitted the colored entertainer to 
finish last week out at the'Hipp. 

In the meantime overtures to the cir- 
cuit for the reinstatement of the Val and 
Ernie Stanton bookings were being made 
on the ground that the Stantons would 
not have doubled at Ciro’s had they been 
making enough money in vaudeville. 
They are said to nave been fully aware 
of the prohibitory clausezin the contract 
pertaining to outside engagements. Satis- 
factory arrangements for the return to 
the K.-A. Time of the Stanton act are 
expected to be made this week. 

The action in penalizing by loss of con- 
tract those artistes who will work in 
cabarets or broadcast over the radio is 
not taken in an effort to stifle this com- 
petition, but rather is a move on the part 
of E. F. Albee to protect his vaudeville 
houses and make people come there if 
they want to see so-and-so and such-and- 
such an act. 

Arguing that artistes lessen their value 
to the vaudeville house in which they are 
appearing by playing elsewhere at the 
same time. the clause in the contract 
dealing with doubling is to be strictly en- 
forced hereafter, the circuit promises.

Reviewed Thursday evening, October 
29, at Proctor’s Fifth Avenue Theater, 
New York. Style—Eight-piece female 
orchestra, Setting—Full stage, special 
drops. Time—Twenty minutes. 


This is a very elaborate orchestral 
number, with Count Bernivici leading an 
eight-piece female orchestra, alternating 
with a violin which he plays with ability. 
It features a dancer, Lillian Akers, 
whose work includes Charleston and toe 
dancing. The act opens in three with 
a staircase in the center of the stage, 
on either side of which are two girls 
dressed as heralds. One by one the mem- 
bers of the orchestra descend the stairs 
and disappear into the wings, followed 
by the dancer. The stairs then divide 
into halves, and sliding in opposite direc- 
tions to each side of the stage, disclose 
the orchestra seated. An overhead p at- 
form overdrawn by drapes parts to dis- 
close the dancer in ballet costume. 

Opening with a jazz medley, the or- 
chestra goes into an ambitious and ade- 
quate rendering of selections from Faust. 
Bernivici plays the Meditction from 
Thais as a violin solo, accompanied by a 
toe dance by Miss Akers on the platform. 
Included im the repertoire are selections 
from the works of the late Victor Her- 
bert, including Babes in Toyland, Little 
Gypsy Maiden, Kiss Me Again and 
others, and selections from the composi- 
tions of George M. Cohan. Kiss Me 
Again is played as a violin trio, with the 
Count and two members of his band. 

In one, Miss Akers does a jazz-number 
imitation of Cohan. The act closes spec- 
taculatly with the Count and his retinue 
playing for all they are worth in a re- 
production of a big motor bus supposed 
to be coming down Broadway. 

The act stopped the show when re- 
viewed, and may be set down as an am- 
bitious and very worthy effort, with two 
outstanding faults. The instruments do 
not at all times play in key. This is 
especially so of the brasses. It seems 
as tho they are often too high pitched 
and blaring for an orchestra of this size. 
It may be that it is due to too strenuous 
effort or that the orchestra is not prop- 
erly attuned, each instrument to the 
other. Again, the members of the or- 
chestra are costumed in old rose, while 
the dancer, in one number, comes out in 
a ballet costume of orange. This is a 
ghastly color scheme. The orange should 
ce-tainly be discarded for a color which 
blends more smoothly. Bernivici is a 
good violinist and is sincere in his efforts 
to please his hearers. With these two 
exceptions the act is worth the reception 
it got. Cc. B

It isn’t often that one ffnds a juggler 
of ability who is screamingly funny by 
pantomime rather than speech, but here’s 
one, bill. ng himself as “the unconcerned 
juggler” who fiils the bill beautifully. 
Rebla hails from Engand, and if Ameri- 
can vaudeville men are as sagacious as 
they should be, they won’t let him re- 
turn for some time. We know of no 
juggler who is quite like Rebla. There are 
several whose pet tricks the English ar- 
tiste has elaborated on, but these and 
others are not one-two-three of them- 
selves when compared with the way 
Rebla does them. His entire performance 
is pervaded by a feeling of “unconcern”, 
and one has a lot of fun thru the fun 
that he seems to have himself. 


Rebla’s best and funniest trick is 
with the cigar boxes, similar to one of 
W. C. Fields’ favorite laugh getters. He 
juggles the boxes around a @it to the 
tune of a song played by the pit or- 
chestra, hitting them together harder as 
the forte of the music increases, unt 
they are broken to splinters, then tosses 
the remains aside unconcernedly to try 
something else. Others juggleland ar- 
ticles he uses are balls, derby, can, bil- 
liard cue, etc.

Riding the bikes in a 
highly expert manner, both forward and 
backward, the trio engages in var ous 
head-to-head and other combinations, 
usua'ly three high, giving indubitable 
evidence of their fine sense of balance. 
While one man rides on the bike, a 
second stands upright on his shoulders 
balancing a third in a head-to-head bit. 


Another stunt is accomplished to the 
response of a good hand when the rider 
of the bike, balancing one of the other 
men in a hand-to-hand bit, stops the 
wheel, gets off and walks up a step- 
ladder formation, down the other side 
and then mounts the shoulders of the 
third member of the trio, who gets on 
the bike with the two men up and rides 
around.

After another song and 
some hand-to-hand balancing, the ,fea- 
ture of the act is done in one. Thé un- 
derstander, with his toes secured on the 
chair, leans over the back, later rising 
to standing position with the topmounter 
in a hand-to-hand hold. This was not 
done too well by Relli, who fails to sell 


it as weil as it might be sold. Appar- 
ently this laek of showmanship is a re- 
sult of inexperience in such stunts.

cludes seven scenes. The first three of 
these are for numbers from Grieg’s 
Peer Gynt. They are in their — The 
Death of Asa, Anitra’s Dance and The 
Hall of the Mountain King. The fourth 
is Moment Musical, by Schubert, a num- 
ber often used by Kreisler as an encore 
piece. The Great Blackbird, by Ravel, 
and two Fantastic Shadow pieces with 
music by Lalo for the one and by De- 
bu sy for the other, sum up the greater 
part of the act. Quite the most unique 
and spectacular of these is the Fantastic 
Shadow ballets in which the dancers, 
dressed as witc)ies, are silhouetted against 
a screen as they come between it and 
a light from the wings, producing 
grotesque, illusive and novel shadows. In 
the first of the shadow numbers, by Lalo, 
the shadow of a huge foot appears on 
the screen as tho stamping out the witch 
dancers, and in the second, a _ cake- 
walk to music by Debussy, a hand is 
used to draw the group of silhouets off 
the screen. It is all very interesting and 
unusual. The Big Magic Veii number, to 
a Schubert score, is another intriguing 
ballet in whicn tight effects are used in 
a novel manner. The number is similar 
to the Rondo Cappricio ballet( Waves at 
Play) in which a huge piece of silk, cut 
square, is manipulated in various ways 
the while many-colored and fantastic 
lights play upon it. 

When reviewed this portion of the pro- 
gram consumed 24 minutes, and was 
given in the first half of the bill. Clos 
ing the show another number, Mighty 
Sea, by Debussy, a Loie Fuller creation. 
seen for the first time in America, was 
offered. It consumed five minutes and 
is given as produced at the Art Exposi- 
tion, Paris. With the aid of silk cloth 
that is operated over a terraced founda- 
tion, rising as it recedes so as to give an 
effect of distance, the entire stage dur- 
ing this number takes on the most natural 
aspects of the ocean, rippling and billow- 
ing in a renlistic fachion The dancers 
move about in the waves as tho carried

This is a condensed version of Ship- 
wrecked, which was produced last season 
in New York and ran about a month. 
The vaudeville version showing in New 
York for the first time apparently is a 
contraction of the second and third acts, 
particularly the latter, which closes with 
the punch of the play, which was by 
Langdon McCormick. Like most of his 
works, there is a thrilling climax, this 
one being a ship burning at sea. 

The set is the interior of the captain's 
cabin and the drop above gives a further 
view of the upper part of the vessel. 
which is a freighter bound for a foreign 
port. No women are supposed to be on 
board and the captain learns via the 
radio that a woman suspected of various 
crimes is one of his passengers. He 
summons the shipowner’s son, who is 
making the trip with one of his friends, 
and it is admitted that there is a girl 
aboard, but one whom the son knows and 
trusts, etc. In the meantime the ship 
has had a fire burning in the hold for 
several days and the crew is steadily 
manning the pumps. 

Captain Ivers, being an old sea dog, 
decides to take advantage of the wom- 
an’s presence and satisfy his craving for 
company. He puts the boss’ son on some 
detail, asserting his authority above any 
on the ship, and also uses the boy friend 
of the son to help the cook. This char- 
acter does the comedy. The cook also 
dpes comedy and gets off several funny 
lines. 

Thus with the captain the outstanding, 
gruff ficure, the offering is brought to 
n melodramatfe close in the darkened 
cabin wherein he tries to force his atten- 
tions on the girl with the aid of his 
knowledge of her past; the ship's fire 
suddenly gains terrific headway and 
everything is ablaze, the Woman screams, 
the fire burns and there are several 
heavy explosions, not to mention the fre- 
quent puffs of flashlight powder all over 
the stage. Finally the mast goes over- 
board in much the same way McCor- 


mick’s The Storm had the forest tress 
crash to the ground, and curtain. 

Since the big effect is the finale, it 
seems that there is some waste of talk 
earlier in the act. Incidentally, the talk 
may be all right for legitimate-stage 
realism, but there is much of the dialog 
that is not good for vaudeville, 
cially when the captain attempts to force 
the girl into seeing things his way.

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A TENT THEATER 
ON A BIG SCALE 


French Theatrical Troupe of 20 
Artists Goes Barnstorming in 
. Up-to-Date Fashion 


By THEODORE WOLFRAM 


RENCH small towns are not so wel! 
supplied with theaters as are Amer 
can towne of corresponding size and 

importance. Even where there happen 
to be a theater it is usually a Theate 
Municipal, directed by the town Officials 
and hedged about with all sorts of en- 
tangling “red tape”. Most of these thea- 
ters are old and musty; ventilation and 
comfort are entirely lacking and the stage 
and scenic equipment antiquated and fa; 
from modern. There are but few trave}- 
ing “troupes” and they are obliged to put 
up with these second-rate theaters or the 
equally poorly equipped “movie” houses 

There are any number of small auto. 
mobile-equipped circuses and “movie” 
shows thruout France, but it was only 
recently that I ran across a theatrica} 
troupe that had thus solved the problems 
of a proper auditorium, stage and trans- 
portation. In contrast with most of the 
French circuses which content themevelves 
with an outfit of one large tent and 10 
to 15 auto trucks—in most cases Ameri 
can cars—this organization has an equip- 
ment that consists of several powerfu! 
auto tractors and at least 20 hue 
“trailers” that serve as sleeping quarters 
as well as meany of transporting their 
huge tent and equipment. 

The theatrical equipment is complete in 
every detail. A huge wooden-sided 
canvas-covered auditorium has a seating 
capacity of nearly 1,000 spectators and 
has an ornate and imposing “front” and 
handsome box office. An elaborate electric 
generating plant, operated by one of the 
tractors, furnishes light for the auditorium, 
the box office and the stage. It also pro- 
vides spectacular lighting effects for th: 
stage and furnishes power for scene 
changing and special scenic equipment. 

There are 20 artists in the troupe be- 
sides electric‘'ans, mechanics and stage- 
hands. Local supernumeraries are utilized 
for the spectacular melodramas in which 
this organization specializes. It would 
seem that the overhead and normal ex- 
penses of such a huge organization would 
be prohibitive, as it plays mostly one- 
night stands, but I understand that this 
undertaking is really proving a money- 
maker. Owing to the scarcity of theatrical 
entertainment in any but the very large 
towns of France, the organization has a 
large territory to draw on and can ar- 
range for short jumps, and, with the 
var.ed climate of France, it can operate 
the year ‘round. It seems to be a family 
affair, most of the artists being related. 


L. G. Baker Musical

A London Letter 


Treating of the Legitimate 
By “COCKAIGNE” 


London Revue Flops 


ONDON, Oct. 16.—Notices went up 
L last Saturday at the Lyceum where 

the London revue wth Pearl White, 
much boosted as the star, has failed. 
Norman Lee’s revue was no worse than a 
good many others one has seen in London 
during the past few years, some of which 
have run several times as long. And 
it had certain qualities which might well 
have recommended it to a larger public. 
These qual ties, however, were the re- 
sult of wholesale either conscious or un- 
conscious purloining from other shows. 
I do not know how the copyright in 
respect of revue business, chorus work, 
and so on, stands, but at least three- 
quarters of such original attractiveness 
as this revue contans apart from the 
work of one or two established music- 
hall artistes in the cast seem to me to 
be lifted wholesale from On With the 
Dance. And I noticed other items which 
bore at any rate a strong resemblance to 
other successful shows. Even the per- 
formance of individual art stes from On 
With the Dance seemed to be echoed, to 
say the least of it, covectaly the charm- 
ing mannerisms of Greta Fayne. 


Photo Stars in the Flesh 


Apropos of the London Revue failure 
is the fact of Pearl White’s abysmal 
failure to catch the attent’on of the 
London public to any considerable extent. 
Miss White had distinctly unpromising 
material to manipulate, but her manipula- 
tion was certa nly not one whit above her 
material, and her appearance here rnitses 
the question of whether it is good busi- 
ness for these favorites of the two- 
dimensional to appear on the _ three- 
dimensional stage. Personally I inci’ne 
to the opinion that just as it is best for 
actors and actresses to preserve a 
mysterious incognito when off the stage— 
i. e, only to let themselves be known 
across the footlights—so it is best for the 
heroes and heroines of the photo drama 
to stick to the studio and leave the thea- 
ter to take care of itself. Attempts in the 
other direction have generally proved 
fatal so far as my experience goes. 

All the same, I do hanker after per- 
formances in the flesh by one or two film 
stars whom I have seen. Stroheim, who 
played in Foolish Wives, for example, 
caught my fancy as a leading man of 
tremendous power and resource within the 
closer subtleties of theatrical as opposed 
to the broader methods of film technique. 
Indeed, he combined these in such a way 
that I should prelict without knowing 
anyth'ng of his theatrical history that 
he would delight me in the theater as 
much as do Paul Wegener and Matheson 
Lang. And I remember Chaplin telling 
during a public dinner at the Garrick 
Club how Barrie had once suggested that 
he should play Peter Pan, but that he 
had been at a loss for words and felt a 
great opportunity had been missed. Cer- 
tainly the greatest bus ness opportunity 
of cannie Barrie’s life had slipped by 
then, but when I am the omnipotent cast- 
ing director of the Great World Theater, 
Charlie will find himself dragged across 
the herr'ng pond to play the Fool in that 
theater’s first production of King Lear. 


Butt on the Commercial Theater 


Sir Alfred Butt had many entertain- 
ing and, what is more important, cogent 
things to say concerning the art and 
commerce of the theater when, on Mon- 
day last, he addressed the Putney Rotary 
Club on this subject. Beginn ng by draw- 
ing an amus ng parallel with production 
in the primitive Greek theater and the 
medieval clerical drama of England, he 
developed a common-sense plea for the 
necess ty of sane commercial methods of 
theatrical production and industrial or- 
ganization as opposed on the one hand 
to reckless and unskilled financial spec- 
ulation gnd on the other to merely arty- 
arty ideas of theatrical management. He 
referred to the fact that at one house in 
which he is interested (presumably Drury 
Lane) $200,000 had been spent in trying 
to develop the art of Shakespeare. 

The inner history of this alleged at- 
tempt to develop the art of Shakespeare 
would make interesting reading, and per- 
haps one day when old scores are wiped 
out an interesting and thought-provoking 
debate might be engineered by one of the 
societies concerned in the development of 
the drama, in the course of which Sir 
Alfred Butt and Basil Dean would give 
their different vers'ons of the reasons for 
the alleged success or alleged failure of 
the Midsummer Night’s Dream production 
last winter. At any rate, this should 
provide a profoundly entertafning eve- 
ning, more especially if the contestants 
would meet with gloves off and seconds 
out of the ring. 

To return, however, to Sir Alfred's 
recent disquisition, I notice that Sir Al- 
fred Butt agrees with Cochran that the 
production of quest onable or indelicate 
plays is bad business from every point 
of view. 


America’s Tarnished Laurels 

Sir Alfred pointed to the tendency of 
American drama towards indecency by 
his suggestion that the tarnished layrel 
for guest onable plays had fallen from 
the French to the heads of the Ameri- 
cans. Whereas formerly French dram- 
at sts were accredited with dealing most 
openly with sex questions, nowadays 
America was producing types of play 
very much more frank than anything to 
be seen on the continent. He regretted 
to see these plays being produced here, 
and more he regretted to see our own 
folk try ng to go one better in this re- 
gard. Such plays only sappealed to the 


baser side of human nature and other 
folk would turn away from the theater 
tertainment, and

The Commercial “Scenic” Effect 
ONDON, Oct. 14.—It’s a few years 
ago since we were in America and 
our impressions are not so clear on 

the point, but we've an idea that the 
theaters in which we played did not have 
the horrible habit of playing an act in 
what is known as an advertising cloth, 
namely a front cloth on which figure all 
sorts of commercial advertising, relative 
to cloth ng, saloons, ete. The Gulliver 
tour uses advertising cloths and so does 
Gillespie and others. To us this style 
of thing is an abomination and we have 
consistently bent our energies in decrying 
them for all we are worth. If such a 
source of revenue is necessary for the 
financial success of the theater concerned 
then it should be used for that purpose 
apart and distinct from any other rea- 
son. To put an act to work in it is 
damning the act and showing that the 
theater hasn't the gpecessary funds to 
supply its own scenery. The Gulliver tour 
special zes in a cloth which advertises 
a well-known and excellent firm of 
clothiers, but the constant repetition of 
this cloth every night is a detriment to 
the house and the performer. The Moss 
tour specializes in a front cloth, ar- 
tistic we will admit, but at the same time 
monotonous. It carries eight quad crowns 
and also advertisies a firm of photog- 
raphers. The Moss people also have an 
interval in which they display a “cine- 
ads” film running about eight minutes, 
while the orchestra plays an _ interlude. 
Thus with seven acts and this cine-ads 
stuff they eke out the night's business. 
We saw this at the Empre Theater, 
Cardiff, the other week, with Sybil Vane 
and Arthur Prince as headliners. After 
the show had got going for the first four 
acts this cine-ad stuff came in and 
damned the whole show, and to add in- 
sult to injury the next act, Frank Ben- 
son, followed, and one of the cloths was 
an advert sing cloth. Moss Empires has 
a capital of more than $5,000,000 and 
has paid more than 125 per cent in 
dividends. To muck about with their 
programs in this matter is real cook 
shop showmanship. When revues carry- 
ing their own scenery come into their 
halls they also insist on showing this 
cine stuff and on other occasions, despite 
adequate scenery carried by the revue, 
they insist on the traveling revue play- 
ing in their “advertising” cloth. Yes, 
we are surely a nation of shopkeepers.

city. To them Times Square is the apex 
of everything theatrical, and many hope 
and wish for the day when they will be 
able to visit the big city.

In the method of the Laboratory Theater, putting 
inward consecragion first and outward realization only as the flower of 
creative und rstanding, there is an hiatus or missing part for a time be- 
tween the inward and outward manifestation. But the emphasis is in 
the right place if the actor’s house is to be built upon a rock and not upon 
shifting sand. Conside rable time and much practical experience is neces- 
sary before the re: al value of inward verity and the outward value of form | 
extension can all be realized on the same impulse. When the actor can 
think h's thoughts, releare his emotions, and at the same time keep his 
body, voice and feeling for words attuned to the demands of the thea- 
ter, when he can at the same time be the creator of dreams and the in- 
strument of visual and auditory expression of his dreams, he is well ad- 
vanced in the experience of his art. 

Considerable observation of the Laboratory Theater has given me a 
new thought regarding the spoken word of the actor. There is the word 
in the book, there is the word in the mouth, there is the word in the body. 
The first thing that the actor hag to do is to destroy the word in the book 
and the form of type, spaced, punctuated and dead letter. The word in 
the book is but a symbol. It is a literal thing. Its meaning and emotion 
have to be found and created. The word in the mouth is a technical detail. 
Here the finish, elegance and final stroke of delivery comes to a focus. 
The mouth is the gate and door of the actor’s speech. But an elegant 
word in the mouth, as The Times reviewer suggests, may be just a “thin 
and greasy film of refinement” sought after by the pedagog. It is the 


word in the body that counts fn the actor's art. The word comes from 
the whole of his inward and outward be'ng before it gives adequate mean- 
ing to the word in the mouth. This is where the hiatus comes in with 
young actors who are taught from the soul. “Thank goodness they’ do not 
mouth Shakespeare” sa a one listener at the Laboratory. “There i@ much 
more thought there than finds expression” says another. These two com- 
ments have significance. There is no academic refineme nt and perhaps too 
little elegance and verbal finality in the reading of lines. But there’s 
method in’t. The young actors are destroying book words. They are 
living and feeling in their bodies in so f as they have co-ordinated their 
bodies with the spiritual creation.

In the act’ng of Hamlet Mr. Hampden 
uses more physical economy than he did 
a few seasons ago.

Mr. Hampden has much sensitive feeling 
in his voice—and this variable human 
quality is a subtle element in his speech. 
There is a heart quality in Miss Barry- 
more’s voice, a joyous sadness and a mu- 
sical tenderness that takes its note from 
the heart of Ophelia, and the touch of 
this is in Miss Barrymore's facial expres- 
sion. Miss Barrymore could.flo more 
with the part than she does.

E. H. Sothern steps out on the stage 
in Accused with a youthful bearing that 
is good to behold. As a juvenile actor he 
must be classed among the young men. 
His voice has its usual ring and authority. 
His speech has quick movement and elas- 
ticity as a general thing and a conve 
tional abandon that is in keeping with 
contemporary drama. At times, however 
there are earmarks of Mr. Sothern’s 
formal style, a deliberate and methodical 
stressing of words and an elocutionary 
handling of the sounds of English. Mr. 
Sothern represents the school of perfect 
training in formal speech. There is a 
good deal to commend in this special art, 
but the word in the mouth (see From 
Within Outward in the center of the 
page) is not the sum total of stage de- 
livery. It is the word in the body, in the 
man, of the man and from the feelings of 
the man that gives the breath of life to 
the spoken word. Mr. Sothern has given 
more attention to his body as an instru- 
ment of voice than he has given it as the 
bed of feeling. His methodical stressing 
often gives me the feeling of underlined 
words more or less verbal in the mind’s 
eye, even where feeling in the voice is 
more important than the careful moldin 
of words. In the last scene of the play “ 
love her, I love her, I love her” is given

The Grand Duchess and the Waiter 
leaves Elsie Ferguson unencumbered by 
emotional acting and sets he forth to 
advantage in comedy of gituation. Miss 
Ferguson is at her best when her arti- 
ficial vo ce and artificial speech stay en- 
tirely within their province of artificiality. 
On this plane Miss Ferguson ecgn act with 
energy and with a sincere insincerity and 
make herself captivating. This is what 
she does in The Grand Duchess and the 
Waiter. -The play allows Miss Ferguson 
to enjoy the artificlality of her speech and 
voice to the full. At times Misys Ferguson 
is so freely and spontaneously animated 
that her voice almost warms with human 
feeling and comes down to earth. But for 
the most part her constrained tone and 
high jumps in intonation are the usual 
thing.

Easy Come, Easy Go, the 100th play 
by Owen Davis, easily takes it place as 
one of the three big laugh hits of the sea- 
son. To many audiences it will even 
prove the biggest laugh hit of the three. 
But it is a laugh show and no more. 


The conglomeration that Davis has 
turned out this time is made up of vari- 
ous familiar elements, including a pair 
of likable bank robbers, a few cases of 
nervous and physical disorder, some of 
the atmosphere and discipline of Bill 
Muldoon’s health farm, a game of bluff- 
ing bluffers and a sufficient but unob- 
trusive love interest—all thoroly mixed, 
cooked, garnished and served in the best 
vaudeville style of Paul Gerard Smith, 
thereby making the affair a positive de- 
light from start to finish. 


As you may gather from the foregoing 
remarks, Easy Come, Easy Go is not 
calculated to add any prestige to the 
American drama. But it will do a lot 
of good just the same. It will help to 
cure many cases of indigestion. And any 
play that can do that has not been writ-., 
ten altogether in vain. 

The most enjoyable performance in 
the show is given by Victor Moore, who 
just naturally seems part and parcel of 
the whole proceedings.

An accident on 
the highway affords the opportunity for 
the lady and her maid to become ac- 
quainted with the nobleman and his man, 
and the four of them are obliged to pass 
the night at a wayside inn known as 
“The Man With a Load of Michief”. As 
a title for a play the name of the inn 
is too burdensome and meaningless to be 
of much value. It is also misleading. 
“A load of talk” would more honestly de- 
scribe what takes place in the course of 
the evening. There really isn’t much 
else that could take place under the cir- 
cumstances. When.the plot walked into 
this rural tavern it ran up against a 
stone wall, dramatically speaking. 

Of course, a little mischief does go on 
during the night at the inn. The noble- 
man, spurned by the lady, finds consola- 
tion in a rendezvous with the maid. But 
this bit of naughtiness Is indicated by 
dialog only. As for the lady’s affair with 
the nobleman’s handsome young man, it 
is mild, straight-laced and poorly satis- 
fying, even when the old gent, in his de- 
sign to humble the lady for her refusal 
to respond to his advances, plays into

The troupe consisted of 
tl four brothers, a Japanese acrobat 
and tumbler called Cooma. and a!'so a 
couple of clowns. John and Phil Wirth 
were both accomplished musicians, Phil 
being an exceptionally talented cornetist. 

The Star Troupe of Varieties traveled 
the northern rivers and at one period 
entertained the prisoners at Port Mac- 
quarie. The outside public was charged 
4/- and 3/+. The program was given in 
a kind of quadrangle and from an impro- 
vised stage the acrobats dd their work. 
They even contrived to do several aerial 
tricks, which have never since been 


proached Ridge for an increase. 


Embo!ldened by their success, the four 
brothers started what was the beginning 
of their bie circus in 1880, occupying the 
site of Paddy's Markets, Sydney. At 
that time the eldest boy was not more 
than 22 years of age, while the younger 
was but 13. Talent was not their only 
attribute They had keen bu iness in- 
stincts and it was not long before they 
were launched out in a very considerable 
way, notwithstanding the fact that they 
had at times fo-midable opposition to 
meet. At first the shows were of the 
quck and lively variety or the “in and 
out”; that is to say, 10 shows of about 
three-quarters of an hour duration wou'd 
be given, the patrons being emptied out 
after each show, .and fim this way some- 
times 20000 people had seen the show 
on Saturday nicht. Of course, prices 
were low and the net receipts were ac- 
cordingly small. 

After Sydney was worked dry the 
Wirths went back to the South Coast, 
where they purcha ed several circus 
vagons and horses and played the Big

By this time their fame had spread 
and they worked overland in all the lead- 
ing towns en route In all, some eivht 
years were devoted to country showing, 
by which time the name of Wirth 
Brothers was a byword in Australian 
show busines. Regular visits were, of 
course, made to the city, and each year 
th ymbination grew until in 888 the 
circus boatted some 60 head of horses 
‘nd 14 wagons.

Cooper & Bailey and Chariani’s great 
It took three special trains to 
convey the show from town to town, 
there being more than 200 people and 
100 horses. 

Strange to say, Dr. Carver, who is 
still alive in America, brought over his 
Wild West show at the same time and 
there was opposition almost. within 
Stone’s throw of one another. Carver 
Wild West show and did 
g00d business, but the Wirths did bet- 
ter. The Wirths’ Wild West Show, by 
the way, consisted of 26 cowboys and 
Indians, three squaws and some papooses.

booze and go over to the opposition show. 
He would yell out: “You haven't got 
a goledarned cowboy in the bunch, and 
as for your Indians, I'l! kill cvery one 
of them.” On several occasions he had 
to be ted down to keep him from get- 
ting at them, albeit t! Indians, both 
with the Carver and«Wirth shows, were 
far from being civilized and would have 
given Brown a rough spin. 

In 1893 Australia had its most perilous 
time, many of the benks fail ng and clos- 
ing their doors This put the country 
into such a bad financial! state that the 
brothers decided to take a purely Aus- 
tralian circus and menagerie to Englgnd. 
They left in October of that year, optned 
in Capetown (South Africa) at the New 
Opera House, and from _ there to 
Johannesburg, where they cleared an 
fnormous amount of money in three 
weeks. Subsequently the Wirths toured 
the whole of Africa and the Mauritius 
to excellent business, making many 
friends, and leaving a good name every- 
where they went. 

Unfortunately John, the eldest brother, 
died in Africa. His grave is marked by 
a beautiful monument beside the Orange 
River. A similar column covers the grave 
of Harry, who died later and was buried 
in Bi y Valley. Hong Kong. 

T toured Africa for two 


Ta Wirths 
years, but the Jamison raid put a stop %o 
their travels in that country. They then 
chartered a vessel and went to Monte- 
video in South Amer'’ca, where they 
were caught in a revolution, and in Santa 
Fe horses and people were commandeered 
and were about to be sent to the borders 
of the Argentine and Chile to fight the 
Chi'eans, but were got out of the dif- 
ficulty by the British consul. 

In Montevideo in 1896 while playing 
the Novo Playthama they had the mis- 
fortune to be burnt out, losing tents, 
wardrobe and menager’e, the only thing 
saved being their horres, which were 
lucki'y ter 

After “4 n South 
America, where smallpox and black and 
vellow fever raged, they embarked at 
Pernambuco in Brazil for England, ar- 
riving there in 1896. They opened a 
circus building 'n Birkenhead and were 
so successful that they played there eight 
weeks, all the time making a name for 
themselves and Australia, of which coun- 
try most of their patrons were entirely 
ignorant. In Southport the circus took a 
permanent bui'ding and played there for 
18 months, after which the show came 
back to Australia, where it has played 
year in and out ever since. 

During their long years of service to 
the community the Wirth Brothers have 
presented some of the most famous circus 
artistes in the world. The list is too 
formidable to include here, but almost 
every c'ass of attraction has, at some 
tme, played under their management 

Phil Wirth the older of the two sur- 
viving brother’, talks most reminiscently 
and his stories of adventure and circus 
anecdotes would fill vo'umes. 

A big fly in the ointment of the Wirth 
Brothers is the break of gauge in this 
country. Phil speaks highly of the uni- 
versal gauge in America, the method by 
which the gers travel and the charge 
per mite e New South Wales gauge 
is 4 feet, S$% inches; in Queensland it 
ig 3 feet. 9 inches, and over five hours 
are exhausted n unloading some 700 tons 
of material, ete. Victoria has a gauge 
of 5 feet, 3 inches, and here another 
five hours are spent in unloading. Then 
on td Adelaide. where the gauge is back 
to 3 feet. 9 inches. 

The finest train in the world fs, in 
the opin on of Philip Wirth, to be found 
from Port Augusta (S. A.) to Kalgoortie 
(CW. A.). It is a 4-ft.-8%-in. gauge and 
covers 1.080 miles. The train is lit with 
electricity and has fans and shower 
baths. There is no shunting of trains, 
and a unique cervice of grps is intro- 
duced. The track is only five years old 
and more than 60 miles an hour is main- 
tained under most congenial conditions. 


Periodically either Phil or George 
Wirth takes a trp abroad in quest of 
new novelties, and they will continue to 
do this as long as possible. Altho Phil 
confe ses to being 63 years of age, and 
his brother George is nearing the 60 
anark, both men look very muec I 
They attribute their good hea!th to the 
many years of hard and vigorous work 
in an environment which is conducive 
to their best interests. 

A reflection of men’s characters is 
usually to be found in those around them, 
and there are many in the service of the 
Wirths who have been with the show 
for periods of from 10 to almost 40 years.

Robert ‘.oraine’s portrayal of the dis- 
dainful nobleman is the best piece of act- 
ing in the play, and the only acting that 
really grips the attention of the audi- 
ence. Loraine is well immersed in his 
character, and if he achieves no very re- 
markable results it is due more to the 
lack of effective complementary playing 
than to any lack of ability or effort on 
his part. None of the other acting is 
up to Loraine’s level, and none of it, ex- 
cept the work of Ralph Forbes, is as con- 
scientious. 

Incidentally, there is a little technical 
discrepaney or oversight in the business 
that Loraine is required to perform. 
When the nobleman decides to retire for 
the night he goes up to his room by him- 
self. He has not previously been shown 
nor told where his quarters are located, 
and since the inn has at least several 
rooms, how is the nobleman to know 
which has been assigned to him? 

The performance given by Ruth Chat- 
terton as the runaway lady is spiritless, 
colorless and frequently indistinct. Miss 
Chatterton appears to be the most bored 
with the goings on. Her attitude Is the 
most casual, the most listless. Add to 
this a careless mumbling of words, a 
peculiarly manneristic use of intonations, 
an improper distribution of emphasis, and 
that half-singing of lines which has been 
noted in Miss Chatterton'’s enunciation 
ever since her venture into musical come- 
dy, and her performance is reduced to 
a third-rate exhibition. Her outburst 
of indignation in the second act is any- 
thing but convincing. It is not impressive 
because it does not look sincere. There 
is not two grains of sincerity in her whole 
performance. 

Raiph Forbes, the he doesn't appear to 
be the kind of a chap who would be given

State Fair of Texas Scores 
A Triumph Over Handicaps 


Rain at Dallas, Drouth in Other Parts of State and the Foot and 
Mouth Disease Fail To Down the Big Fair, Which Was 
‘ One of Most Successful Ever Held 


“Dismal days, 
“They cannot feaze 
“The big State Fair of Texas.” 

So sang “Bill” Stratton—or at least so 
might he have sung—on the closing night 
of the fair, for, despite dank and dismal 
weather that prevailed during a good 
part of fair week, the fair was one of 
the most successful ever held and an at- 
tendance of almost three-quarters of a 
million was registered. 

The fair closed at 11 o'clock Sunday 
night, October 25, with only straggling 
crowds, chiefly those from the last per- 
formance of The Student Prince, on the 
grounds. The day’s attendance was 
51,565, making the total attendance for 
the 16 days 731,933. Attendance was 
only relatively disappointing, and this 
attributable solely to unfavorable weather 
cond tions. Against this year’s 731,933 
last year's attendance with almost ideal 
weather was 989,650. But for heavy 
rains on the opening days, including 
Dallas Day, the mil'ion mark would 
easily have been passed. 

Officials and exhibitors alike expressed 


their satisfaction with the record of 
the fair. 

Bad weather was not the only factor 
that handicapped the fair. ,The live- 


stock show had to be canceled on account 
of the foot and mouth disease, and drouth 
conditions in a large area in the central 
part of the State curtailed exhibits. Rain 
that continued almost all of the first 
week not only kept people away but af- 
fected the racing, the hippodrome and 
fireworks attractions. Good weather dur- 
ing the last week went far to offset all 
disadvantages. 

The fair showed its continued growth 
in the largest volume of manufacturing 
exhibits ever shown, and a wider rep- 
resentation of the State’s industries. The 
automobile show was larger than in 
former vears. The main exhibit building 
was crowded to capac ty with the great- 
est variety of displays, eclipsing former 
years The agricultural building like- 
wise was crowded, with an annex put to 
ure to care for the Overflow. There were 
large and varied exhibits of machinery. 
In fact, the fair was bigger and better 
in every way save for the absence of the 
live-stock exhibits. The entertainment 
features were all top-notch, the big show, 
The Student Prince, in Fair Park Audi- 
torium, being especially good, and the 
hippodrome attractions giving universal 
satisfaction, as did the magnif‘cent fire- 
works spectacle, Rome Under Nero. The 
big rodeo was a si s in every respect. 
The Clarence <A, 1am World's Best 
Shows filled the midway with meritorious 
attractions that were well patronized.

cut in on the receipts to some extent. 
Then one of the powers-that-be (who 
wasn't a practical park man, by the 
way) got a notion that the manager 
who had got things going so nicely was 
being paid too much money. The park 
was well established now, this fellow 
argued, so what was the use of keeping 
a high-priced man when one who could 
look after things just as well could be 
got for less money? It was all right to 
pay a big salary to get the park going— 
ut now that it was going anybody could 
manage it. That's the way the ‘big bug’ 
figured it, so the man who had ‘made’ 
the park was let go. 

“The next year wasn’t so bad. The 
park had a reputation and for a season 
it got by fairly well on that, altho there 
were signs of letting down apparent to 
anyone who knew the game. The second 
rear it was worse, but the fellow responsi- 
le for the change in management put 
the blame everywhere but the place it 
belonged. The manager had plenty of 
plausible alibis and managed to hang on 
for awhile, but eventually he was suc- 
ceeded by another of pretty much the 
same type. Well, you see what the park 
is now! And all because a guy thought 
he could apply factory methods to a 
park and make the public like it.” 

“But this park is an exception,” I 
ventured. 

“Fortunately it is,” Rad replied. “There 
are not many so poorly managed. Most 
of ‘em have learned that they must give 
the public genuine service. Some of ’em 
were not enthusiastic about it, but when 
they became convinced that the old way 
was hitting their pocketbooks it didn’t 
take ’em long to change. And the big- 
gest factor in showing them the error 
of their ways has been the National As- 
sociation of Amusement Parks. That or- 
ganization found plenty to do when it 
Was organized seven years ago.

‘Dead” Freight Embargo 


Extended Thruout Florida at Two-Day Ses- 
sion of Railroad Officials 


In the October 24 issue of this pub- 
lication appeared an article mentioning 
that an embargo had been replaced on 
railroad shipment of “dead” fre ght down 
the east coast of Florida, there being 
an acute congestion at the principal en- 
trance point, Jacksonville, and that the 
embargo would probably be in effect for 
an indefinite number of weeks. Also 
that this wou'd seriously affect the 
movement of shows thru that territory. 
Ths also affected other “destinations”. 

Incidental to this the following press 
dispatch was issued from Jacksonville 
October 29: “The inbound freight em- 
bargo now in effect at the larger points 
in the State will become effective imme- 
diately thruout Florda, it was an- 
nounced today at the conclusion of a 
two-day executive session of Florida rail- 
way officials. The general embargo will 
not apply to live stock, perishables, pe- 
troleum and its products, foodstuffs, 
crate and wrapping materials used in 
the handling of fru'ts and vegetab'es 
fertilizer and fertilizer materials, the 
statement said. The primary importance 
to Florida of the perishable fruit and 
vegetable movements igs the motive in 
placing the general embargo, it was point- 
ed out.” 

At this writing chances for the near fu- 
ture removal of the embargo seem doubt- 
full. It acutely handicaps shows’ railroad 
movements in Florida, particu'arly those 
depending on special or other freirht 
train moves. One report was that some 
of the show managements were consider- 
ing “cutting down”, arranging’ short 
jumps and moving “overland”. Another 
was that a show playing Jacksonville 
last week could not get its train nearer 
than 10 miles out because of the car 
congestion at that point. It is probable 
that movements of attractions to the 
fair at Jacksonville will be made, also 
“home moyes” are al'owed organizations 
having wifter quarters in the State. ©

from friends. He further advises that 
he had but recently closed wth Harry 
Dickinson's Independent Shows, with 
which management he was connected 
at intervals for 15 years. Also was five 
seasons with the Metropolitan Shows 
when E. Barfield had them, three 
seasons with Veal Bros., two seasons 
with Miller Bros.’ Shows, one season 
with the Walter Sibley Shows and two 
seasons with the L. J. Heth Shows. He 
was also w'th a ge Empire Shows, 
Keen & Shippy and other organizations. 
Letters from Attorney Powell to Col. 
Phil DeCoupe and Harry Dickinson were 
forwarded to this publication, both 
recipients of which spoke in praise of 
Reynolds’ qualifications as a showman 
and their dealings with him in their 
accompanying letters, and in which At- 
torney Powell stated that Reynolds would 
need about $500 or a I ttle more in the 
presentation of his defense, and that to 
his mind the circumstances as he had 
summed them up stood well in the way 
for a verdict of not guilty based on 
justifiable homicide.

Shows and was headed “Very Com; 
mendable”’, 


Almost “passe’—the bird on the mid- 
way who while having a run of excep- 
tionally good business, while many others 
with the same caravan are not, elects 
himself to “strut” a la “millionaire” and 

“always successtul”—to the disgust of all 
others ‘of the company except those of 
his own caliber. The really succe: sful 
showman doesn’t hanker, after “showing 
off"—there’s a vast difference between 
satisfaction in what one is accomplishing 
and egotism! This isn't a “slam” at any 
individual or individuals! But may it 
help toward bringing fepeee “afflicted” 
sort of “back to earth” 


It so happens this year that the editor 
of Midway Confab will lose one day at 
his desk during the week just preceding 
the coming out of the Christmas Special 
Number (which will be dated December 
12). It will be a day on which he would 
otherwise be a very busy person, and the 
only way to fill the gap is to get up a 
great deal of copy for this “column” in 
advance.
